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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is important to note that claim 1 is an apparatus 
claim and newly added limitations "whetein no game pieces.... for placement of said pieces" are rules for playing and not considered further 
limiting the apparatus claim. Examiner also maintans the position that limitation "it lacks home positions" is structure not available on 
applicant's invention and can not be given patentable weight. Applicant may also note that the claims in the applicant are open ended 
(comprising) claims and the cited references are allowed to have more limitations than claimed by applicant.Examinet also takes the 
position that barriers in Stoptaugh are in addition to all limitations as claimed by applicant. With respect to method claim 6, for the purpose 
of arguments the start and end positions in Stoptaugh are outside the playing surface and moving a game piece from start position to inside 
of the main board surface can be treated as "placing a new gaming piece on the board". In response to applicant's arguments that in 
applicant's invention players are allowed to move "either" slats is untrue, becaue there is no such reference in claims 6-13 about 
ownership/belongingness of slats. With respect to predetrmined arrangement such as a diamond, it is entirely possible for a situation during 
the game to occur in Stoptaugh where game pieces may be found in a diamond or other arrangement. 
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
